ARENA CONTRACT AWARDED 


Vollan Construction gets job 


St, Albert Town Council 
at a regular meeting Monday 
evening, decided to enter 
into a contract with Vollan 
Construction for the erec- 
tion of a covered natural 
ice rink, Cost of the pro- 
ject was not disclosed, as 
no final figure has been 
agreed Upon, Councillor Ar- 
mand Donais voiced object~ 
ion to the fact that the plans 
for the arena had never been 
submitted to council and he 
pointed out that the arena had 

.. gone to tender with specifi- 
“ eations only available and 
that no drawings had been 
prepared, It is estimated 
the arena will take four 
months to complete, Earlier 
in the meeting council re- 
ceived a letter from coun- 
cillor J, J, Bakker who is 
presently on a 4 week leave 
of absence, Mr, Bakker 
brought to the attention of 
council certain omissions in 
the minutes of the special 
council meeting at which it 
was decided to go ahead with 
the arena in spite of apetit- 
fon bearing more than 250 
signatures, Council however, 
adopted the minutes as eine 
culated and no corrections 
or additions were made,

ing advised council that 
notice of an appeal must be 
given to the school boards 
within 60 days of receiving 
supplementary requisitions, 
(These were received June 
20th and June 24th), 
COUNCIL BRIEFS 

St, Albert Welfare Work- 
er Mrs, J, Bertsch was 
appointed as the town’s 
representative to the Stur- 
geon Foundation Board, 

Building-inspector Mr, 
Lloyd Abram reported it will 
cost about $1,800, to weather 
proof the curling rink, This 
was referred to the next 


budget meeting, 

Three readings were 
given to the by-law provid- 
ing for the adoption of last 
year’s assessment roll for 
1967 taxation purposes, The 
mill rate is expected to be 
struck at the next council 
meeting, 

A by-law authorizing a 
8% penalty on unpaid current 
taxes was given 3 readings 
and carried, This means if 
a person is taxed at $300, and 
the tax is not paid in 30 days, 
he will then owe the town 
$324, Another by-law, to 
impose an additional ah (of 
$324, using this example) 
after December 31 was lost, 

A letter from the City of 
Edmonton was tabled until 
more information could be 
obtained, The city requested 
that when the 1968 census is 
taken in January, St, Albert 
residents be asked to answer

“Perron” street It Is! 


An error of 82 year’s 
standing is to be corrected 
by the Town of St, Albert 
when council makes it offi- 
cial that Perron Street is the 
proper spelling of the main 
thoroughfare presently 
written Piron Street, It was 
councillor Richard Wheatley 
that instigated the investiga- 
tion on the street namesome 
months ago, 

Mr, Sid Billings has been 
tracing the matter through 
Father Emile Tardif, OMI, 
author of the historical book 
‘St, Albert.”’ Father Tardif 
reports that the original in- 
tention when the 1885 survey 
was being done was to name 


the street for Mr, Fleury 
Perron, father of Eugene 
Perron, who owned a large 
store on the street, Fleury 
Perron also took an active 
part in community affairs 
and was prominently known 
in the district, However, the 
person doing the survey 
sketch marked in ‘‘Piron”’ 
instead of ‘‘Perron’’, pro= 
bably through a pronuncla- 
tion error since he was 
English speaking, 

Council voted Monday 
night to have the necessary

Thank you residents ofSt, 
Albert for your co operation 
in overcoming what could 
have become aserious water 
problem last week, I am 
pleased to advise you that 
our reservoirs are now back 
up to a normal level and the 
requested ban on watering 
lawns and gardens can now 
be lifted, 

Some of you may recall 
reading last week in the 
Edmonton Journal that the 
city engineering department 
stated that there were no 
water problems inthe city of 
Edmonton, however, the 
communities of St, Albert 
and Sherwood Park were 
affected, I would like to 
correct this and advise our 
residents that any short 
lived water problem that we 
had in St, Albert most cer- 
tainly was caused by a pro- 
blem which existed in the 
north end of Edmonton, 

The main water line which 
brings water to the town of 
St, Albert has its origina~ 
tion at the reservoir in north 
Edmonton, located on 137 
Ave, There is no problem 
whatsoever in pumping 


5 o'clock both Saturday and 
Sunday and everyone will 
want to be at the crowning 
of the new Melle Fete au 
Village at 8:30 Saturday 
night, followed by the big 
dance where Klondike finery 
will add to the fun, 

Citadel Park will again

enough water to St, Albert so 
long as the city keeps 40 Ibs, 
pressure at the reservoir in 
Edmonton, During the week 
that we asked St, Albert 
people to curtail theirwater 
use the city could not keep 
any more than 25 Ibs, pres~ 
sure at the reservoir, In 
order to pump enough water 
into St, Albert for our use, 
it is absolutely necessary 
that 40 lbs, pressure be 
maintained at Edmonton and 
when this pressure drops 
severely, as it did last week 
to 25 lbs, or even 20 Ibs,, it 
then becomes impossible for 
our pumping equipment to 
pump enough into St, Albert 
to keep the reservoirs full, 
There is an old adage which 
States ‘‘it’s an ill wind that 
blows no good,’’ This might 
be applied to our temporary 
water problem last week in 
that it has shown certain 
inadequacies in our present 
agreement with the city of 
Edmonton re, water supply, 
The main problum we en- 
countered is simply that our 
agreement with Edmonton

calls for the supply of one 
million gallons of water per 
day, pumped at a rate which 
would call for approximately 
24 hour pumping from Ed- 
monton, There is, however 
another clause in the agree- 
ment which indicates that the 
fown of St, Albert is entitled 
to pump only between mid- 
night and 6:00 a.m, Withour 
pumping equipment operat- 
ing at 100% efficiency and 
the city maintaining 40 lbs, 
pressure at their reservoir 
it is an impossibility to 
pump 1,000,000 gallons a 
day into St, Albert and we 
will therefore have to re 
negotiate these items with 
the city as soon as possible, 

Instead of cutting the 
water supply right off to any 
section of St, Albert during 
this short period, we took 
action to reduce the press- 
ure, which in turn caused a 
reduction inwater consump- 
tion, It is my sincere hope 

at this action, during the 

me which it was employed 
did not cause too great an 
inconvenience to those most 
affected by the reduction in 
water pressure, 

Your mayor and council 
are aware of the need in the 
very near future of asecond 
water line from the city of 
Edmonton, however, before 
we finalize anything in this 
regard it is our hope that 
the government will have 
made a decision as to the 
location of Alberta's fourth 
University, You can realize 
I am sure, the possibility 
of major savings to the town 
of St, Albert if we were able 
to co-operate and bring out 
a line which would jointly 
serve the town of St, Albert 
and the university area 
should it be located in the 
St, Albert district, We are 
continually urging the gov- 
ernment and other interest- 
ed bodies for an early decis- 
fon regarding the location of 
the new university, When one 
considers the requirement 
of approximately 600 acres 
of open space for a new 
university, they will also 
realize that the chances 
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should be very good for this 
district, 

I would like to publicly 
welcome those visiting stud- 
ents from the Province of 
Quebec who are now in St, 
Albert as part of an exchange 
visit, I regret that it was 
impossible for me to meet 
them at the official civic 
banquet last week, however, 
I am certain that Deputy 
Mayor Armand Donais ex- 
pressed my feelings to this 
group more than adequately, 
My congratulations to the 
host families who have 
opened up their homes to 
these students, I have often 
felt that the most worthwhile 
project of all Centennial 
projects in Canada has been 
the Student Exchange Pro- 
ject, To me, there should 
have been much, much more 
of it and I cannot help but 
feel that the amount of over 
one million dollars for in- 
stance that was spent on the 
Pageant Canoe Race would 
have had a much longer 
lasting benefit had it been 
spent on the student ex- 
change throughout Canada,

{n 1912, The boat was later sent to Lac Ste, Anne where 
there was more water, A further business venture saw 
him build a brickyard on the north river road in the 
year 1903, 

It is fitting that all confusion on spelling and pronun- 
clation will be swept away and this and future genera 
tions of people here will remember one of our enter- 
prising ploneers when they come to PERRON Street,

ection campaign upon which

Mrs, John (Louisa) Belcourt was born 
August 10th, 1878 at St, Albert, the daughter 
of John and Sophie Chateline Rowland who 
first came to St, Albert 10) vears ago in 
1866, 

Mrs, Belcourt is the first descendent of 
settlers proven to be in St, Albert 100 years 
ago to be located and verified by Mr, Jim 
Drysdale as part of his centennial project 
of tracing such people, in order that they 
may be recognized during centennial year, 
Miss Theresa Gagnon volunteered to assist 
in the project and interviewed Mrs, Belcourt 
to trace her family history,

John Rowland was born in 1831 at Norway 
House and his wife (Mrs, Belcourt’s mother) 
Sophie Chateline was born in 1836 also at 
Norway House, The couple were married in 
1852 and moved to Fort Pitt, Saskatchewan, 
where 5 children were born, but all were 
deceased wher they moved to St, Albert in 
1866, Eight children were born in St, Albert, 
Mrs, Belcourt being the, second youngest, 
A sister, Mrs, Amelia C age 93, 
now living at Youville home, also has many 
descendents living in St, Albert, 

Mrs, Belcourt's grandfather, William 
Rowland, came from Edinburgh, Scotland as 
& young man and married a Betsy Valentine 
at Norway House, They had a family of 
fourteen, Her maternal grandfather was .

A man passed this way in 
1812 who left a definite mark 
where ever he stopped, He was 
a small, fair haired trapper 
and trader from Missouri, 
With him were his wife and a 
great many children, His 
name was Mr, Hames, which 
tells us nothing, but, his first 
name was Jasper, Edmonton's 
Main Street, the magnificent 
National Park and the Yellow 
head Pass all remember him, 
In the old West men were 
known by their last names so 
one wonders about Jasper 
Hames, His blonde goodlooks 
and vital, commanding per- 
sonality may have prompted 
people to address him by his 
first name, Or perhaps it is 
because he named his trading 
posts ‘‘Jasper’’, After leaving 
Edmonton and his ‘‘Jasper 
Post’’ he moved his family 
into the Mountains, There he 
opened a new trading post 
which can still be located on 
old gnaps as ‘‘Jasper House’, 
Some years later he moved 
his family once again, This 
time they went westward, 
through the Yellowhead Pass 
and down the boiling Fraser 
River on a raft, They didn’t 
get far, The raft capsized and 
they were all drowned, He 


left no diary and only mem- 
ories which have grown into 
legends are left to tell us of 
the unusual Jasper Hames, 

Sometime ago I listed hum- 
erous rules and menues which 
tell us something of Alberta’s 
first hotels, Areader has sent 
in along list of regulations that 
were posted in Harry Taylor’s 
Macleod Hotel in the 1860's, 
Harry Taylor was one of Alb- 
erta’s most colorful pioneers, 
He had the dubious honor of 
being the first man arrested 
when the N\W, MP, arrivedin 
Alberta, The police also con- 
fiscated an entire load of 
Harry’s smuggled whiskey 
and he never forgave them, 
However his hotel was in the 
N.W,M,P, headquarters town 
of Fort Macleaod, The motto 
over the door stated, ‘‘In God 
we trust, all others pay cash, 
please,"’ If any one complain~ 
ed that the towels in his room 
weren't very clean, Harry 
would announce hautily that 
20 others had used them with 
out complaining, Meals were 
not guaranteed to be edible 
but assaults on the cook were 
strictly prohibited, Something 
that made meals even less 
attractive was the rule that 
everyone had to be out of bed 
by 6 a.m, so the sheets could
